General Crowder. 
Opponents of the amendment today 
hfwever, still held out the hope that 
it can he defeated on the floor. Every 
committeeman who voted against the 
measure reserved the right to fight it. 
They will point out th at the country 
already has the promise of Secretary 
of War Baker that beys of 18 will be 
the last called and that the calling of 
these men cannot be deferred in any 
event later than next June.

FOCH FORCES 
HINDENBURG TO 
SACRIFICE MEN

hill barriers protecting Von Hinden- 
berg*b southern Picardy front, has 
not reached the point where the allies 
are able to observe practically all the 
German movements far back of 
the 
line toward Noyon, the German con 
centration point marked for capture. 
This important advantage has been 
secured by the seizure of the Lassigny 
plateau, and the virtual occupation of 
the town itself. The difficulty of ful 
ly observing the activity of the Ger 
mans north of the Lassigny 
region 
has hampered Marshal Foch’s disposi­ 
tion of his own troops now that all 
secrecy 
of 
concentrations 
before 
Noyon has been removed, Von Hin 
denburg must conduct his defense of 
their area with new difficulties. 
A further call upon the 
German 
reserves to protect the Noyon line 
will be necessary, if Von Hindenburg 
resolves upon the doubtful course of 
trying to postpone his inevitable re­ 
treat a little longer. Marshall Foch 
is now in a position to hammer away 
at the approaches to Noyon 
from 
three directions—west, southwest and 
southeast, Von Hindenburg can find 
men to hold these gateways only by 
further depleting reserves. 
The triple advance toward Noyon is 
not only a tactical move in the devel 
opment of Marshal Foch’s local of­ 
fensive. 
It’s stratgetic purpose is to 
compel Von Hindenburg to use up as 
many of his troops as possible ^n first 
line fighting over the widest possible 
front. 
Tn this manner Von Hinden 
burg’s plans are seriously disarrayed, 
for he cannot count on maintaining 
behind the lines a stabilized reserve 
force. 
Territorial gains is not Mar­ 
shal Foch’s sole objective at present. 
Even more important than the imme­ 
diate recovery of F re n c h terrain is 
the confusion and uncertainty which 
surrounds Von Hindenburg’s greatest 
problem—the building up of a new re­ 
serve army to oppose the eventual 
offensive of Americans.

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“Man's inhumanity to man makes 
countless millions mourn.’’ And yet in 
all civilized countries, for the last 
half century, there has always been 
a demarkable condition beyond which 
common consent said: “this is sacred 
ground, there can be 
no 
intrusion

Even though “war is hell,” the hos­ 
pital, where the wounded were being 
treated, has always been looked upon 
as such a pitiable situation that he 
who would assault it has been regard­ 
ed as a brute beyond the pale of res­ 
pect from any decent person alive. 
And yet we have come to the time 
and have found the people, or rather 
have found the brutes, who make a 
bus^pess of attacking hospitals. 
A dispatch from France this week 
tells us that the Germans three times 
in the last 48 hours showed utter dis­ 
regard for the Red Cross flag. On 
two consecutive nights, they bombed 
one of our field hospitals 
standing 
alone in a 
big 
field 
and 
plainly 
marked with a big red cross. 
A chaplain told how, while he was 
administering the last rites to our

dying near a field dressing station, 
a German observation plane swooped 
very low over the building, which is 
a farmhouse standing far from any 
woods or village where troops might 
possibly be quartered and which has a 
huge 
red 
cross in 
cloth 
tacked 
across its roof. 
T hl German machine arose ap 
parently signally the enemy’s artil­ 
lery. and three minutes later a dozen 
shells descended upon the building. 
One struck squarely in the 
dressing 
station, killing all three doctors and 
four men whom they v/ere attending. 
Ten* others, waiting in line also were 
killed. 
The chaplain who told of the 
attack was blown across the road- 
“Be not deceived, God is not mock­ 


ed, for whatsoever a man 
soweth, 
that shall he also reap.”

in the future world, should there find 
a place ten times hotter than that re­ 
served for the ordinary sinner.
